campaigning for McCarthy’s seat, 
a whole year before the election. 

Reuss announced his candidacy 
Nov. 8 after several months of 
lining up support among Wiscon- 
sin Democrats. He was the first, 
and, so far, the only Democrat to 
enter the race. He has gained a 
long head start on any other 
aspirant. 

The candidate is 39 years old. 
He began his political activity in 
1948 when he ran for mayor of 
Milwaukee, finishing second in a 
field of 15 and losing in the run- 
off to Mayor Frank P. Zeidler. 
He won the Democratic nomina- 
tion for attorney general in 1950 
but lost to the Republican candi- 
date by a considerable margin. 
He ran well in Milwaukee but 
poorly in the rural areas. 

Democrats Seek Harmony. ., 

Wisconsin Democrats had hoped 
to agree on one candidate against 
McCarthy. The constitution of 
their state organization prohibits 
indorsement of candidates in the 
primary, and anyone is free to 
enter the race. There were four 
Democrats in the field against 
Senator Alexander Wiley in 1950, 
and more money and energy was 
spent in the primary than in the 
general election campaign. Wiley 
was re-elected. 

The Democrats hoped to avold 
this situation in 1952. Negotiations 
intended to settle on one candi- 
date, however, broke down, and 
Reuss stepped out as a candidate. 
A faction of the party is still hop- 
ing that State Senator Gaylor 
Nelson of Madison will run, figur- |. 
ing him as a stronger candidate, 
but Nelson is undecided. 

Reuss, meanwhile, has bent his 
efforts toward solidifying Demo- 
cratic support. He abandoned his |

DEARBORN, Mich.—Ford Mo- 
tor Co. and the Cleveland-Cliffs 
Iron Co., Cleveland, O., soon will 
begin mining operations to pro- 
duce 400,000 tons of concentrated

in the last 40 years, the new Con- 
solidated Freight Terminal - a 
Missouri Pacifie Railroad, is 
be op@ned for service Jan. 2. x. 
has been tnder construction for 
more than a year and covers an 
area of five acres adjoining the 
company’s Lesperance freight 
yards. It fronts on Miller street 
between the river and Kosciusko 
street and extends southward 
three blocks to Carroll street. 
The station goes into service as 
the Missouri Pacific starts its 
second century of service in St. 
Louis, replacing the original 
Pacific Railroad freight station, 
which was established on what is 


now Seventh and Poplar streets, | 


almost a century ago. As a con- 
solidated station it also replaces 
the freight station at Main and 


Gratiot streets, which was built ji 


by the old St. Louis, Iron Moun- 
tain & Southern Railroad in the 
seventies. 

The St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
& Southern was merged with the 
Missouri Pacific in 1917 and the 
Main and Gratiot street station 
was continued in service, pri- 
marily for handling of, merchan- 
dise freight destined te@and from 


the South and Southwest, while | a 


the Seventh and Poplar station 
handled freight for destinations 
in the west and northwest. 

The new Consolidated station 
will absorb personnel now as- 
signed to both of the older termi- 
nals. It fronts a distance of 314 
feet on Miller street and extends 
south along the east side of 
Kosciusko street a distance of 
770 feet to Carroll street, Along 
the west side of the new terminal 
is a private. 50-foot concrete 
driveway. for the pick-up of 
freight for delivery in St. Louis; 
while on the east side of the 
building, which is adjacent to 
Missouri Pacific’s Lesperance 
street yard, there is a paved area 
75 
trucks delivering freight to the 
station. 

12 Service Tracks. 

There are 131 loading doors on 
the east and west sides of the 
building—for the receipt and de- 
livery of freight—and each door 
is operated independently so that

Bowl Games for Fun 
Might Be the Answer. 


T was to be expected that 
there would be loud shrieks 
of protest and _ criticism 
against the program suggested 
by 10 college presidents to clean 
up the mess that football has 
become. Cleaning up football 
would upset a lot of apple carts. 
Lucrative coaching jobs would 
be eliminated, large coaching 
staffs would be trimmed, plans 
-or paying off bonds on stadia 
and for stadium enlargements 
would be upset. And some tramp 
athletes would hiive to do some 
actual studying or quit school. 
And undoubtedly there would 
be a sharp decrease in the ranks 
he graduates in physical educa- 
on. 


Most reasonable objections 
are from promoters of the bowl 
games, who incidentally can 
hold heads up among the more 
wholesome figures in the sordid 
football pictures. In most’ cases 
—certainly in the major bowl 
game setups—the promoters of 
the games are working on a 
non-profit basis. Any receipts 
not grabbed by the competing 
football teams or used to defray 
expenses usually go to some 
charity. 


The college presidents plainly 
saw the point that the big cash 
receipts from the bowl games 
were what the schools seeking 
bids were after. That money, ob- 
tained by playing in a bowl 
game, was the attraction, the 
thing that put the pressure on 
everybody — the coach, the 
alumni, the players and unfor- 
tunately on any members of the 
faculty more interested in scho- 
lastie standards than in money 
for the “athletic” fund. That’s 
why, obviously, the college pres- 
idents recommended abolishing 
the bowl games. 


Now, Nine Razzberries 
And a Lot of Phooeys! 


ERE’S a suggestion, how- 

ever, that the presidents’ 

committee might accept. 
Let’s permit the bowl games to 
be played, but let’s take the 
pressure off everybody. Let the 
promoters of the games assign 
100 per cent of the net receipts 
to some charity or civic enter- 
prise. Universities would be 
free to accept invitations, but

In 
Nat’s opinion when a boxer is 
unable to continue for any rea- 
son whatsoever, he’s knocked 
out, just as though the referee 
stood over him and counted 10. 
And that’s the way it goes into 
the record book. 

Many fans complained be- 
cause Rocky Marciano was de- 
prived of a knockout over Joe 
Louis, because a referee didn’t 
bother to count with Louis 
down. He just signalled that 
the bout was over and Marciano 
the winner. But the record wil! 
call it a knockout for Marciano 
over Louis.

LTHOUGH good catches of bluegill and crappie are made in|

Certainly the large lakes have 
become almost non-productive for 


ports, angling has slowéd consid- 
erably on the state’s well-known 
smallmouth streams. 

The Anglers of Missouri and 
Paul P. Houser, former president 
}i of the United Sportsmen’s League, 
believe stocking may be an an-. 
swer to the difficulty. They are 
in the process of getting the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commission to 
try out their idea on an experi- 
mental basis. 

“Several years ago,” Houser re- | 
lated, “I had a lake about three 
acres in size and removed all its 
fish. This lake was in the Mis-' 
sissippi river bottom near Els- | 
berry, Mo. | 

“I then planted some bass fin- 
gerlings, hardly # quarter-inch | 
long. In one year’s time, with- | 
out any expense, these bass grew 
to 12 inches in length. 

“It appears to me that, if I 
ean do this on a small scale, the 
Conservation Commission can do 
the same thing in a big way, 
except for the initial investment 
in land and water.” 

Types Out of Balance. 

Houser visualizes the building 
of state-operated rearing ponds 
| adjacent to Missouri's large lakes. 
These ponds would be for the 
| purpose of providing 12-inch bass 
for stocking the impoundments. 

“The great problem with the | 
'major waters, such as Lake of 
‘the Ozarks, is that within a mat- 
ter of a few years the types of 
fish get out of balance,” Houser 
said. 

“When this happens your bass 
fishing goes down. Crappie and 
rough fish increase in popula- 

“Today Lake of the Ozarks has 
entirely too many fish in it, but 
they are the kind in which sports- 
men are not interested. 

“I have recommended that bass | 
not less than 12 inches long be 
placed in such large lakes. They 
wilh ‘feed on enough rough fish | 
‘to maintin a ‘proper balance.”

WASHINGTON, Dee. 15. 
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HE United States is making a new [ace 
approach to the problems of the Mid- | 
die East. New men with new points | 
of view are taking over important gov- | 
ernment offices responsible for Ameri- | 
can policy in that part of tlie world, and | 
American tactics in the Middle East will 


change, if not: American strategy, 


George C. McGhee, now Assistant’ Secre- 
tary of State for Near Eastern, South Asian | 
and African Affairs; has been nominated | 
Ambassador to Turkey, replacing George | 


Wadsworth. 


Henry A. Byroade, now director of the | 
Bureau of German Affairs, will succeed Me- | 


Ghee as Assistant Secretary. 


Edwin E. Locke Jr., a New York banker, 
left last weekend for Beirut, Lebanon, to 
act as co-ordinator for the American eco- 
nomic and technical aid program in the 
Arab States and Israel. 


Byroade and Locke will bring fresh points 
of view to their new duties in more sense 
than one. Neither man has ever served in 
the Middle East, nor in any post concerned 
with Middle Eastern affairs. 


McGhee, on the other hand, has had a 
good deal of first-hand experience with 
Turkish questions, not only as assistant Sec- 
retary of State for the past two and one-half 
years, but also as a co-ordinator of American 
aid programs to Greece and Turkey pre- 
viously. 

Problems of appalling delicacy, difficulty 
and danger confront these men—and the 
others responsible for American policy in 
the Middle East. In a large measure the new 
men who tackle those problems will be left 
to find the new approach which the United 
States and the free world so badly needs. 

Reduced to their barest essentials, this 
country’s objectives in that part of the 
world are to secure free access to the 
area and free passage through it. Both 
are essential, in the long run, to the peace, 
security and well-being of the United 
States, and. of the whole Western World. 
Both, however, are now threatened, and 
the danger seems likely to increase rather 
than diminish during the predictable future. 


THE MIDDLE EAST is important for four 
principal reasons—its strategic location, its 
population, its religious significance and its 
oil. 

The area lies athwart the land, sea and 
air crossroads of three continents. “Every 
major international airline connecting Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa passes through the 
Middle East,” McGhee said in a recent 
speech, 

“Even its vast deserts and barren wastes 
of lava and limestone are strategically im- 
portant,” McGhee added. “They have his- 
torically constituted one of the greatest nat- 
ural defensive areas in the world. Rommel 
and Montgomery were only the last (of many) 
gentrals to discover how difficult it is to 
pursue the enemy into the desert.” 

The Middle East also contains two of the 
most important waterways in the Eastern 
hemisphere—the Suez Canal and the Darda- 
nelles. 

Whoever controls this area can cut the 
world in two. 

Approximately 100,000,000 human beings 
inhabit the Middle East. These people are, 
moreover, bound by ties of race, of politi-

Declares Great American Weakness Is Our Negative View 

—.‘We’ve Been Anti-Communist Without Being Pro- 

* Anything Worth While’—Too Often We Have ‘Financed 
the Causes of Those Who Hold the People in Serfdom.’

the United States to surmount these ob- 
stacles? 

America can and will employ, in the Mid- 
dle East, neither of the two: forms of impe- 
rialism which have been widely practiced in 
modern times there (and not -only there): 
Old-fashioned European colonialism and the 
new-fangled Soviet-Communist “third de- 


gree” type of subversion and sabotage, both 
of which lead, in the end, to conquest and 
control in the one guise or another. 

The United States is employing a policy 
which in the long run is diametrically op- 
posed .to-both these forms. of imperialism, 
and to all others. Aiaerica abjures impe- 
rialism in its own behalf, it deplores impe- 
rialism if, as and when practiced by its 
friends and allies, and it opposes Soviet- 
Communist imperialism by every means at 
its Gisposal. 

But the Middle East is a power vacuum, 
and will continue to be one for many years 
to come. It will continue to exert some- 
times almost irresistible attraction on the 
great powers which rule the world. If the 
great powers are not to move into the Middle 
East, or if they are to move out of it, then 
how is this vacuum to be filled? 

In the American view, it is to be filled, 
ultimately, by strong, healthy, independent 
and friendly societies ,built up by the peo- 
ples of the Middle East themselves—societies 
of people able to stand on their own feet 
and make their own ways in the world, and 
able and determined to fight in their own be- 
half if necessary. 

The policy of the United States is to help 
the peoples of the Middle East build up such 
societies, and to protect them while they are 
doing so. 

This is a longterm. policy. .It will require 
generations to accomplish its purpose, 

But meanwhile vital, immediate interests 
of the United States ah of the whole free 
world are at stake in the Middle East, and 
must be protected. So American policy also 
provides for safeguarding these interests, 
too, by ‘whatever means seem best suited to 
the purpose. : 

The United States is employing a formid- 


cal aspiration and of religion to further hun- =sisiiit 
dreds of millions elsewhere—to other Arabs, # 
other Moslems, other Christians and other % 
Jews, and to other “colonial” peoples all the # 


way from Casablanca to the China Sea. 


The three great monotheistic religions of |# 


the world all originated in the Middle East, 
and many of the most sacred shrines of all 
three are ‘still preserved and venerated 
Ahere. 

Finally, the world depends on the Middle 
East for much of its oil—‘the lifeblood of 
modern civilization.” 

Loss of this vital area to the Soviets 
would cause the whole world balance of 
power to tilt in favor of the Kremlin. Yet 
this could happen, and happen during the 
measureable future. Indeed, great inge- 
nuity and effort will be required to pre- 
vent it from happening. 

For the Soviet-Communist system threat- 
ens the Middle East both from. within 
and without, and conditions in the area 
favor the Reds. 


A large proportion of the people of the 
Middle East are desperately poor, they are 
illiterate and they are riddled with disease. 
They are religious fanatics. They are passion- 
ate nationalists, and they dislike and distrust 
the West. These peoples are torn by class, 
racial, religious and national dissent and 
strife. Their social, economic and political 
structures are ramshackle and could hardly 
endure for long, even under favorable world 
conditions. 

Neither the Soviets nor the native Middle 
Eas™rn Ccommunists have created these con- 
ditions. Both, however, have exploited them 
to tne utmost, and with considerable success, 
and they give every evidence of intending 
to go on doing so. And since it is easier to 
tear down,than it is to build up, the Com- 
munists will doubtless achieve a good many 
further sticcesses in their efforts to wreck 
the sagging and: rickety structures of the 
Middle East. 


THESE, THEN, are American objectives 
in the Middle East, and. the reasons for them, 
and these are the principal obstacles which 
stand in the way of attaining them. How is

No other nation has the resources to em- 
bark upon such programs as the Truman 
Doctrine, the Marshall Plan and the Mutual 
Security Program. More important, no 
nation has ever taken such a large view of 
its long-range self interest and has been 
willing to share its wealth and its knowledge 
for the upbuilding of its friends. 

We afe too impatient for immediate re- 
sults, although the results have been 
greater than could have been hoped, Divi- 
dends will flow our way for generations.

Beginning with the initial programs of aid 
to Greece and Turkey inaugurated in 1947, 
America has made a total of $3,500,000,000 
available in grants and loans to the Middle 
East. 

Of this total $2,010,000,000 has been for 
aid to civilian economies and $1,490,000,000 
for military assistance. 

In addition to acting as an arsenal for its 


+friends and. Allies in the Middle East, the 


United States has also sought to extend col- 
lective international military protection to the 
area. It took the initiative in urging that 
Greece and Turkey be invited to join the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization, and it 
has joined with Britain, France and Turkey 
in proposing a Middle East command. 


THE UNITED STATES has supported the 
Middle East politically, too, as well as eco- 
nomically and militarily. 

American diplomacy has upheld the 
Turks in their refusal to yield to Soviet 
threats, pressures and demands. It played 
the leading part in inducing the Kremlin 
to withdraw the Red Army from Iran in 
1946. It mobilized international diplo- 
matic support for Greece against the Com- 
munist satellites of Eastern Europe. 

The United States has also repeatedly ut- 
tered “hands off’ warnings covering the 
whole Middle East. 

It has further sought to help keep the 
peace as among the peoples of the Middle 
East themselves. 

Most notably, perhaps, the United States 
joined with Britain and France in issuing a 


| declaration on May 25, 1950, in which the 


three powers solemnly affirmed their “un- 
alterable opposition to the use of force or 
the threat of force between any of the states 
in the ((Middle Eastern) area.” 


THE BROAD PATTERN of long-term 
American policy in the Middle East is thus 
clear and consistent—up to this point.

Our eco- 
nomic experts, our technical: experts, our 
engineers and our military are doing a job 
with an almost religious fervor. 


On our far frontiers, in Europe and Asia, 
the professionals of the State Department 
and the military, together with the econ- 
omists and technicians of the ECA, are 
working together with an amity and co- 
operation that bear no relation to the de- 
partmental squabbles of Washington. It 
is the magic of a great cause that unites 
them. 

Because my field is military I shall not 
attempt to describe the State and Economic 
personnel who are carrying the torch. They 
are as outstanding as the military. 

Here at Heidelberg, the headquarters of 
the United States forces in Europe, are two 
great commanders—Gen. Thomas T. Handy, 
commander of the United States forces in 
Europe, and Lieut. Gen. Manton S. Eddy, 
commander of the Seventh Army. 

Gen, Handy was Gen. Marshall’s anony- 
mous right hand during the last war. As 
chief of the operations division of the War 
Department, he was the military planner of 
our global operations. 

Gen. Handy has the integrity and self- 
lessness of Gen. Marshall, but he adds ‘to 
these qualities a warmth and humanity ‘hat 
make him loved by everyone who knows him.

Gen. Eddy commanded the Ninth Division 
in North Africa and in the Normandy land- 
ings. As commanding general of the Twelfth 
Army Corps he spearheaded Gen. Patton's 
Third Army through France, Luxembourg 
and Germany, Eddy is another great Amer- 
ricah, Cut from the same* cloth’ as. Marshall 
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No one has rank in his eyes—all are human. 


But there are also issues in the Middle 
East on which American interest and policy 
clash with those of the people of the area, 
or with those of this country’s friends and 
Allies in the West, or with those of both. 
On some of these issues, the Soviets uphold 
Middle Eastern peoples against the United 
States. 

In the Anglo-Egyptian crisis, the United 
States is upholding Britain agdinst Egypt. 
Generally speaking, the Western World sup- 
ports London too. But the Soviets are giv- 
ing at least moral support tothe Egyptians. 

In the Iranian oil dispute, the United States 
has been trying to act as an honest broker 
between Britain and Iran, with the not un- 
common result that it has antagonized both 
parties. Here, too, as in Egypt, the Western 
World tends to side with Britain, and here, 
again the Soviets are encouraging the Mid- 
dle Eastern party to the dispute. 

In the Palestine war, world politics made 
strange bedfellows indeed. Most West- 
ern governments were neutral or pro- 
Arab. The United States and the Soviets 
supported the Jews, however. The United 
States acted openly, and thereby incurred 
the bitter hostility of the Arabs. The So- 
viets acted secretly, and thus are still able 
to play both ends against the middle, and 
are doing so with great assiduity. 

It can be argued that America’s policies 
on these three issues are consistent with its 
broad, general, long-term policy in the Mid- 
dle East. The peoples of the Middle East 
do not, however, find this argument con- 
vincing. To them, American policies in 
Egypt, Iran and Palestine are hardly dis- 
tinguishable from those of traditional Euro- 
pean imperialism and are therefore ana- 
thema. 

The United States is thus caught in a 
cleft stick in the Middle East. Some of its 
short-term policies threaten to frustrate its 
long-term policies. If this happens in any 
considerable measure, the Middle East could 
be lost to Communism. 

The “broad-gauge outsiders witha fresh 
approach” in American diplomacy have need 
of great inspiration.

They were simple men, anxious to speak the | 


truth, caught, as he found them, in a mire of 
poverty and squalor from which they knew 
not how to escape. They were eager to pour 
out their hearts. Their eyes searched those 
of the visitor from far off, as if to obtain a 
promise of a new future. 

When the conversation ended and the 
American started to turn away, the expecta- 
tion and hope which had filled their faces 
vanished, They were ragged victims of de- 
spair. 

Justice Douglas saw many such people on 
his trips, in the summers of 1949 and 1950, 
to Iran, Syria, Lebanon, Israel, Iraq, Jordan, 
Greece, Cyprus and India. 

Where poverty, deep, black, killing pov- 
erty, is the way of life for all but a few, no 
one attempts to pick the “100 neediest 
cases” as a Christmastime charity. 

Justice Douglas’s information about the 
landless Lurs: was gathered in the way he 
collected virtually the whole of the material 
in his book, “Strange Lands and Friendly 
People,” which has been published by Harper 
& Brothers (336 pgs., $4). 

With his ‘teen-age son, Bill, he went by 
jeep and horseback and often afoot to the 
nomadic peoples in the remote hills and 
mountain slopes, The herdsmen, sharecrop- 
pers, woodcutters, villagers, shopkeepers,

The composition of our forces in Germany 
is not satisfactory, however. We have four 
infantry divisions and one armored division. 
While the constabulary has popularly been 
credited -as the equivalent of an armored 
division, this is illusory. The armor of 
the constabulary is too light to permit it to 
operate as anything other than a covering 
and reconnaissance element. It is dangerous, 
in view of the large armored formations 
of the Soviet Union in Eastern Germany, 
to allow our four infantry divisions to be 
supported by fewer than two heavy armored 
divisions. 

The Air Force is still hampered by lack 
of bases in France, As occupation forces, 
bases in Germany were satisfactory, but, de- 
ployed for combat, the Air Force requires 
greater depth than can be found on German 
soil. The construction of new bases in 
France and the Low Countries lags with the 
political and financial problems to be solved. 
If we had to fight now, our Air Force would 
be hard put to operate after the first few 
days. 

Our Army and Air Forces in Germany 
are providing a vast training school for our 
Allies in Europe, Turks, Greeks, Italians, 
French, Norwegians, Danes, Dutch, Bel- 
gians and Portuguese all are sent to Ger- 
many for instruction. They get more than 
mere techniques. They absorb the spirit 
and the dedication of the Americans. Our 
military, without realization on their part,. 
are apostles of our ideals. 

We Americans truly are embarked om a 
great crusade. Whether it be sdldiers, econ- 
omists, technicians, or diplomats, all are pro- 
moting the great cause of human freedom 
and well being. At home we need to realize 
that the less than 10 per cent of our budget

WHAT HE LEARNED did not always con- 
firm United States practices and policies. In- 
deed it seldom did. When the jurist was in . 
Jerusalem, Musa Bey Alami went from Jeri- 
cho to see him. In sight of the Mount of 
Olives and not far from the giant trees of the 
Garden of Gethsemane, the American and the 
Arab talked of the role of the Western 
democracies in the hungry lands of the Mid- 
dle East. 

Musa Bey Alami spoke 
with intensity of feeling 
and his words tumbled out 
ds if they had been long 
pent up. He said: 

“America talks about 
individual freedom and 
preaches it to the Arab 
people. That is idle talk, 
for we Arabs well know 
that in the countries of 
the Middle East the 
rights of free press, free- 
dom of assembly and 
other individual rights 
exist to no greater ex- 
tent than they do in the 
Soviet satellites of Eu- 
rope. Those rights are 
denied to all in the Mid- 
dle East except support- 
ers of the regimes in 
power. And yet the Western powers sup- 
port and control these regimes. 

“Please tell the people of America not to 
lecture us about democracy. Don’t tell our 
people that they must choose between de- 
mocracy and Communism. The people of 
this region are not free to make the choice. 
They are slaves. They are illiterate. They 
have no present escape from their misery. 
There is for them no such'thing as liberty.” 

A young Arab interrupted to suggest that 
Musa Bey Alami tell what he thought the 
United States should do. In response, the 
man .from Jericho said: 

“America should help us get rid, in a 
peaceful way, of the feudal system that 
holds us in its grip. America should throw 
its weight on the side of the honest, liberal 
elements which can be found in every coun- 
try. If, for example, America had done that 
in China—if America had demanded a real 
liberal program as a condition of financial 
help—China would not be Communist to- 
day.” 7 

Someone in the group asked if that would 
fot be intervention. Musa Bey Alami had the 
answer for that question. 

“Call it intervention if you like,” he said. 
“But when American influence is used to 
prop up or to strengthen a corrupt, reac- 
tionary political regime, that also is inter- 
vention.” 

In his summary, Justice Douglas lists, as 
he sees them, the major errors which the 
United States has made in dealing with these 
strange lands and their friendly peoples: 

First, our great weakness has been our 
negative attitude. We have been anti- 
Communist without being pro-anything 
worth while. 

Second, we have relied more and more on 
our military to do our thinking and planning. 
This puts a delicate and difficult task on 
those who are not trained for it. 

Third, we have been “subservient to British 
policy which has long treated Persia as a 
colony.’ He cites as an example the British 
oil concession in Persia “obtained years ago 
by the British in a corrupt and unconscion- 
Millions of pounds were spent 
“in bribing officials” and the concession was 
“extremely unfair to the Persians.” Yet we 
“backstopped” the British in their recent dif- 
ferences with tie Persians. 

Fourth, we have believed that we can save 
the world from Communism by dollars. He 
puts it very bluntly: “We have wasted bil- 
lions in that way and have little to show for 
it. Our vast expenditures in Asia have ended 
up largely in hands of corrupt people. . 
We have financed the causes of those who 
want to hold the people in serfdom. In doing 
so we have alienated the support of the 
masses.» The depreciation of our prestige 
abroad has about kept pace with the deprecia* 
tion of the dollar at home.” 


WHAT IS REQUIRED chiefly is intelli- 
gence. In Kurdistan, at one place a half 
million dollars worth of farm machinery was 
idle because it lacked spare parts. All that 
was needed was someone with intelligence 
enough to find the way to get the spare parts 
and collect a few mechanics to do the repair 
work. 

When dollars are used they should make a 
reality of a big idea which the people can 
see and understand. Such an idea, Justice 
Douglas says, is a TVA, along the Tigris and 
Euphrates rivers—a TVA whose waters would 
be limited so that no man could have its 
irrigation if he owned more than 30 acres. 

The author of this book fs not unmindful 
of his important work on the Supreme ‘ourt. 
It is just that he is much more mindful than 
Americans generally, including their diplo- 
matic officials, of the tremendous importance 
of what is happening in the Middle East 
and Asia, 

‘For to him Asia, with its vast population 
and untapped natural resources, is the staging 
ground for Russian designs. If the Com- 
munists win it, then says this one American

Speculating on the Past 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It is interesting to speculate on how 
differently qur Constitution might read 
had there been Communists in the Colo- 
hies, men following the “party line” 
from which they dared not veer. 


It is only reasonable to suppose that 
had there been, our forefathers would 
have taken cognizance of the ultimate 
aim of that party—complete suppression 
and annihilation of all rights of all 
other political parties—and would have 
put in a safeguard designed to prevent 
‘this. For, they wanted this government 
to be, and remain, a free government, 
such as no Communist government is 
or can be. 

It would have been difficult for 
Thomas Jefferson and his associates 
to believe that while the country whose 
Constitution they were preparing was 
yet still young there would seek its 
protection members of a “party,” the 
avowed and stated purpose of which 
was the abolition of that very Consti- 
tution and its replacement by the dic- 
tatorship of some ill-defined proletariat. 


It is ironic that members of this 
“party,” persons who have the least 
studied regard for the Constitution, can 
legally demand—and legally receive— 
the protection its makers must have 
intended only for those individuals who, 
by their presence within the country 
and by their acceptance of the citizen- 
ship it provides, signify their willing- 
ness to abide by the broad principles of 
human behavior it sets up. 

If it should turn out that this coun- 
try should some day be destroyed by 
Communists from within, impartial his- 
torians: may well record that it was 
caused by the failure of Americans to 
understand the dangers of Communism 
and the Achilles-heel weakness of a sys- 
tem under which the Communists were 
protected by the very thing they in- 
tended to, and did, destroy. 

If, in the countries where Commu- 
nism has become dominant, we could to- 
day still see minority parties existing 
and functioning unmolested, we would 
be justified in having no fears of its 
ascendancy. But Communism leaves 
room for: naught but itself—a_ trait 
which the founders of our Constitution 
would have little appreciated.

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Surplus Population 


You do not read much about displaced persons 
these days. Some people even believe that the 
pathetic problem of these homeless, nationless 
survivors of the war has been solved. But no- 
body has that notion in the pine-board camps 
or the patched-up barracks in which thousands 
still wait for a chance to start life anew. 

These people are all too conscious of their 
patched clothes, their meager diet, their rootless- 
ness and all the tedious time on thefr hands. 
Few of them have been absorbed into the econ- 
omy of the countries in which they find them- 
selves—chiefly Germany. There are no jobs for 
them. They may turn out bits of woodcarving or 
knitting, but it is hard to find a market even for 
such trifles. These people are surplus population. 

The DPs are not the only ones under this 
hard heading. It also covers the Gérmah refu- 
gees, expelled from the Sudetenland and Poland, 
the new refugees who eome .through the Iron 
Curtain at the rate of about 1500 a week, and 
even the natives of such countries as ItaJy, Aus- 
tria and Greece for whom there is no work. All 
in all, there are about 5,000,000 of these unfor- 
tunates in Europe. 
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These people deserve some thought in this’sea- 
son of good will, but notifor merely sentimental 
reasons, As J. Donald Kingsley, Director General 
of the International Relief Organization, said: 
“One of the foremost threats to the maintenance 
of a democratic system and of peace is the exist- 
ence for any extended period of time of large 
pools of human misery in the midst of plenty.” 
It is hardly necessary to add that the Commu- 
nists know only too well how to turn such misery 
to their purposes. 

Happily, Mr. Kingsley’s IRO has done a fine 
job in getting about 1,000,000 such persons to 
happier parts of the world. It has also done 
much to bring medical care, schooling and other 
essential services to those left behind. But many 
of these surplus human beings have been be- 
yond its jurisdiction. And, anyway, the IRO is 
about to -be dissolved. 

. * * 


A new agency, however, has been formed to 
take its place. Twenty-three nations were repre- 
sented in the Brussels sessions out of which has 
just emerged the “Provisional Intergovernment 
Committee for the Movement of Migrants from 
Europe.” What.a name! But never mind, 16 gov- 
ernments already have signed up, and the United 
States will provide a good share of the $37,- 
000,000 for the first year of operation. 

It is hoped in that year to place 115,000 per- 
sons in new homes overseas. That is not nearly 
enough. Mr. Kingsley believes 5,000,000 ought 
to be resettled in 10 years. 

There are knotty questions about the program, 
of course. For example: Is it wise to take so 
many young and strong people out of Europe, 
which still has a big reconstructipn job on its 
hands, not to mention defense manpower re- 
quirements? 

Another serious question is whether it might 
not be wiser to invest the cost of transporting 
these people to new homes in projects which 
would provide for them where they are. But 
there are limits beyond which industrial expan- 
sion is out of the question in countries like 
Italy, Austria and Greece. 

So it does seem that most of these people will 
have to make their productive contribution to 
the free world otherwhere than in Europe. And 
the sooner they get the chance, the better. Here 
the United States could be of further help. Con- 
gress might well lift our immigration bars a 
bit higher. 

This country needs willing, working fingers. 
And there are all too many in Europe being 
twiddled in frustrating idleness. 
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The Case of John S. Service 


Within its-jurisdiction, the Government’s Loy- 
alty Review Board is somewhat akin to the 
Supreme Court. It speaks with a tone of final- 
ity. Its decisions must be accepted. And the 
State Department has accepted its ruling in the 
case of John S. Service, one of Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s chief targets, Mr. Service is no longer 
a member of the United States diplomatic 
establishment. 

Stretching over half-a-dozen years, the Service 
case has been a controversial one. A grand jury 
refused to indict him, and the State Depart- 
ment’s own loyalty board cléared him six times. 
The departmental board’s finding, however, has 
been reversed. And not without cause. 

it has been established that Mr. Service dis- 
closed confidential State Department matters to 
Philip C. Jaffe, editor of Amerasia magazine, 
even though he disliked Jaffe for being “aggres- 
sive and nosey,” and had reasons to question 
his political affiliations. The review board 
points out that “Service undertook to get docu- 
ments for Jaffe,” and that he made revelations 
“which we think a reasonably decent person in 
Service’s position of trust should have hesitated 
to disclose even to a friend in whose character 
he had complete faith.” Call this indiscretion, 
incompetence or what you will, it reflects in- 
capacity for the “sensitive” field of foreign 
relations. 

The board does not find Mr. Service guilty of 
disloyalty, but it does find a “reasonable doubt.” 
Under President Truman’s instructions, this is 
sufficient for the removal of an employe from 
the so-called “sensitive” sections of the govern- 
mental service, areas in which discretion obvi- 
ously is not only a virtue but a requirement. 

Mr. Service and his attorney are considering 
the possibility of an appeal to the courts. Such 
an effort is within the rights of every American 
citizen and it should not be blocked.

Aftermath of the Cicero Riots 


When both local officials and the State of 
Illinois failed to guard the constitutional rights 
of Harvey Clark Jr., the Justice Department 
acted. The result is the indictment of the village 
president and six other officers of Cicero. 

A three-day riot last summer prevented Clark, 
a Negro bus driver and war veteran, from mov- 
ing his family into an apartment in the Chicago 
suburb. The National Guard had to. be called 
out. Clark charged that Cicero police - actually 
warned him not to attempt to move in, and local 
officials gave him no protection. 

Strangely enough, a Cook county grand jury 
failed to bring charges against anyone involved 
in the riot. It did indict six persons, including 
Clark’s own attorney and the landlord of the 
apartment, but five of these indictments were 
thrown out, . 

At this point the Federal Government acted. 
Federal prosecution was possible under a sec- 
tion of the Criminal Code making it unlawful 
for any state or local official to depfive a citizen 


of his rights under the United States Constitu; . 


tion. And however the present case turns out, it 
is obvious that Clark was denied equal protec- 
tion under the laws of his state, as required by 
the Fourteenth Amendment. ’

Second Guesses on Flood Control 


. There is a puzzling contradiction in the public 
statements which the Army Engineers have 
made on the subjett of flood control in the 
Kansas river sub-basin. After the nation’s most 
disastrous flood, last July,- Lt. Gen. Lewis A. 
Pick, chief of the: Army Engineers, said three 


projected dams would have prevented the over- 


flow in the Kansas sub-basin and saved the 
Kansas Citys. These dams are Tuttle Creek, 
Perry and Milford, estimated to cost on the 
order of $96,000,000. 

Now, as a result of re-study of the Kansas 
basin flood problem in the light of July’s floods, 
the Army Engineers have come up with 22 
brand new dam projects estimated to cost $280,- 
000,000, or nearly three times as much as Gen. 
Pick said only a few months ago would have 
sufficied to prevent the record-breaking flood. 
They also want to drop one of the dams they 
had formerly proposed, relegate five of the dams 
formerly proposed to a secondary list, and take 
over four of the dams which it had formerly 
been agreed should be built and operated by 
the Bureau of Reclamation. 

It has been pretty generally known that the 
Army Engineers, the Reclamation Bureau: and 
the other agéncies in the F.ck-Sloan plan have, 
for political reasons, been impelled to go too 
far too fast. Made panicky by the fear that a 
Missouri Valley Authority would take these work 
projects away from them, they proceeded into 
construction without knowing enough’ about 
what they were doing. That their efforts, ac- 
cordingly, were fumbling, has been evident from 
the start, but the performance which is now 
taking place in the Kansas river sub-basin sug- 
gests that the Army Fngineers have been feeling 
their way even more blindly than their severest 
critics had suspected. 

Their present desire to take over several dams 
formerly apportioned to the Reclamation Bureau 
raises still another doubt. When the Pick-Sloan 
cumpromise was reached six fears ago, both 
Army and Reclamation assured the public that 
they had agreed on a division of projects be- 
tween them. Now it seems that they had not 
agreed, and that about all they did was to trans- 
form the disagreements between them from an 
active to a latent state. 

In so far as the Army Engineers’ re-study of 
the Kansas sub-basin represents a desire to 
learn more from new experience, it is all to 
the good. But it seems to us to represent, even 
more, the result of having proceeded in the 
first place from inadequate study. Furthermore, 
if the Army Engineers’ cost estimates are as un- 
reliable now as they have been in the past, the 
amount of increase presently*proposed. would be 
far from all of it. 

An agency which knows what it is doing be- 
fore it starts doing, and which can perform 
without continuously quarreling with itself, is 
very much needed to carry on the tremendously 
important, multi-billion-dollar development of 
the Missouri Valley. Congress should act early 
in January on Senator Hennings’ resolution for 
a commission to bring this about.

What a new thing the NATO organization is, 
and how potentially revolutionary, was empha- 
sized again when Gen. Eisenhower went before 
the finance ministers in Paris to tell the mem- 
bers that most of them are not spending enough 
for military purposes. — 

The decision as to how to dispose of national 
resources has always been considered one of the 
highest prerogatives of national sovereignty. Ba- 
sically, it still is. Yet the six West European na- 
tions have for the first time submitted their 
budget and military planning to the critical re- 
view of a higher authority. 

If Belgium insists that it will not raise its 
military budget 50 per cent, as the NATO “wise 
man” committee strongly recommended, NATO 
has no power of compulsion. But the moral pres- 
sure which Gen. Eisenhower and the Atlantic 
community as a whole can exert is tremendous. 

Gen. Eisenhower's task is delicate and exact- 
ing: In the hands of the wrong man, it could 
end in failure and frustration. But because Eu- 
rope has confidence in his disinterested devotion 
to its own security, he can say things which a 
lesser man could not say. 
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Only Human 

Representative Cecil H. King, chairman of 
the House subcommittee investigating tax scan- 
dals, touched on a fundamental human weakness 
when he delivered his lecture about Govern- 
ment officials accepting hospitality and favors 
from persons having business with the Govern- 
ment. 

The officials, said Representative King, “must 
realize that it is often the position and power 
of their office, rather. than personal qualities, 
which is responsible for the entertainment.” 

In or out of government, that is one of the 
most obvious facts and at the same time one 
of the hardest for anybody to face. The human 
ego being what it is, all the resources of self- 
esteem are mobilized to convince oneself that it 
is his own sterling character; and not the posi- 
tion he occupies, which attracts people to him. 
For it is a humbling thing, after all, to admit 
that if one were. on a. desert islarid, stripped of 
capacity to do something for somebody, very 
few people would beat a track to his door. 

It takes a realist, something of a cynic, and 
above all a man without vanity to keep remind- 
ing himself that many of those who find him a 
fascinating fellow for whom they just love to do 
favors are interested primarily in what the fas- 
cinating fellow can.do for them. These qualities 
of objective self-appraisal are rare in all walks 
of life, but they should be diligently cultivated 
especially by Government officials. 
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Not in London Alone 


Ever since we first read “Some People”’— 
and that was all-too long ago—Harold Nicolson 
has been one of our most favorite writers. But 
we must protest when he claims the plane tree 
as London’s own special city tree. It also be- 
longs to St. Louis—even if we do call it the 
sycamore. 

Mr. Nicolson was understandably happy when 
the Festival of Britain glamorized the London 
trees. “They were illuminated from above and 
below; they had searchlights playing on them 
sideways and fairy lights nestling among their 
twigs; they were colored emerald, orange, pur- 
ple, pink and scarlet by colored glasses.” Very 
pretty, they must have been. 


But we wish that Mr. Nicolson like the hardy 


youngsters on Art Hill could have seen our syca- 
mores,in the bitter cold night after the ice 
storm. No cheap colored glasses. brought out 
their glory. They were all crystals and diamonds.

The most striking achievement of war is 
not its physical destruction, but the sudden 
acceleration it gives to the spread of ideas. 


We are here dealing with something 
prouder than the struggle for survival, in 
that men will die rather than yield. This 
struggle against domination has the sym- 
pathy of every civilized human being. 

Thefe are already a number of Africans, 
throughout Africa, who talk of domina- 
tion and resistance-to-domination and re- 
sistance - by - revo- 
lution; the number is 
small, but powerful 
in influence, and 
they can be found on 
the West Coast, the 
East Coast and the 
cities of South Af- 
rica. 

As in China this 
nationalism will use 
Communism for its 
own ends, and Com- 
munism will use it. 
It must be regarded, 
as one of the truths 
of this age, that any 
denial of the rights 
of personality, any dilution of the princi- 
ple, any delaying of the recognition, no 
matter with what protested justification, 
no matter out of how cruel a dilemma, 
leads to the spread of Communism, and 
to its identification with liberation, salva- 
tion, and freedom. 


It is ironical that most of those Africans 
who are Communists or Communist-sympa- 
thizers owe their ability to understand the 
modern world to the work of Christian 
missionariés. It is a causegof grief to 
many missionaries that so many of their 
most devoted and _ intelligent students 
eventually desert the faith for polities, 
Communist or near-Communist. 


They say that the church has gone so 
far in accommodating itself to the tem- 
poral authority, and is so meek before it, 
so far seduced by the pleasures and com- 
forts of the world, so afraid of the highly 
inconvenient and totally uncomfortable 
event of the Cross, that it can no longer 
be the home of those who long for the re- 
form of society. 


Above all, they point to the white mem- 
bers of the church, who, however much 
they disapprove df the laws and arrange- 
ments of their society and the disabilities 
under which Africans live, yet consent to 
live in that society and to enjoy every 
luxury and advantage which those laws 
and arrangements afford them. Lastly, 
they say, what would Jesus have done if 
he had lived in Africa? 


Therefore, they say, let men look to

‘something else less accommodating, more 


uncompromising, which alone has power 
to break the chains of tradition and au- 
thority, namely the revolution. : 


I have this very day read a painful let- 
ter, written by an American Negro student, 
urging the President of the United States 
to send to backward countries “doctors, 


' engineers, miners, diplomats, and assist- 


ants, made up chiefly of darker peoples— 
but no double-talking ‘Christian leaders.’ ” 


It is clear that this student, whether or 
not he believes in the “big Revolution,” is 
advocating a secular, scientific, economic 
revolution, and is contemptuous of the very 
idea of a Christian revolution. To him the 
Christian is the supporter of the powers- 
that-be. Is it true that the Christian re- 
ligion has lost all its revolutionary zeal? 
Or that in its anxiety to preserve Chris- 
tian ideals it has contracted a corrupting 
alliance with sub-Christian powers? 


In our earnest desire to achieve world 
brotherhood we must face hard and unpal- 
atable facts. One is that the revolt against 
domination is so massive that even those 
who in their hearts sympathize with the 
ideal, yet who in the present state of 
affairs have possessions and interests for 
which they have no doubt labored and 
sacrificed and which .they are afraid of 
losing, fear it and resist it. 


Those of us who cherish the idea] of 
brotherhood, and of the oneness of the 
human race, observe with sorrow and fear 
the massing of forces and weapons. We 
feel the urgent need for action, and often 
do not know what action to take. 


Religious men, and especially those who 

belong to religious organizations, have yet 
another great resource and responsibility. 
That is, of course, to make their own or- 
ganization a living example of brother- 
hood. 
Now in a world such as ours the great- 
est barrier to the realization of brother- 
hood is color. In our best moments, 
we know that if color is a barrier to re- 
ligious brotherhood, then the religion is 
corrupt, and its professors are hypocritical 
and disobedient. 


I have sometimes thought that the reali- 


‘zation of such brotherhood in countries 


where it is relatively easy to realize (e.g., 

the United States) might havé a profound 

effect on its realization in countries where 

yh » suri more difficult (e.g., South 
rica). 


I have even thought that if matters 
came to an ultimate crisis in Africa (which 
almost all white people fear) it might be 
Christian American Negroes who would 
intervene, to reteach’ that all men are the 
children of God, even white men. 


Therefore, while the practice of broth- 
erhood may appear easier in some coun- 
tries, its realization there is all the more 
urgent in the interest of their duty to the 
world. 

In all countries, whether the practice of 
brotherhood is easier or more difficult, a 
great responsibility lies on all religious 
men to assert and to use their right to 
think, speak, and persuade.

Year of Decision. 

In Czechoslovakia there is wide- 
spread feeling that 1952 will be 
the year of decision, the period 
when the western world can in- 
sist, without actually fighting, 
‘that the Soviets relax their stran- 
gling grip on the 85 millions. 

- Probably this is premature. For 
good and understanding reasons, 
Czechoslovakia’s crisis is more 
extreme than any other. There 
is, however, an almost inevitable 
day of reckoning in the future. 

In broad outlines, the satellites’ 
situation is this: 

At the end of World War II 
all of them were within the phy- 
sical area occupied, or “liber- 
ated,” by the Soviet army. For 
some time the Communists kept 
their hole cards well disguised. 
In one country after another, 
however, the coalition govern- 
ments were undermined and de- 
stroyed and single-party systems 
were introduced, important seg- 
ments of industry were national- 
ized, farm collectives were estab- 
lished, and an increasingly sav- 
age persecution was directed 
against all “opponents.” 

Czechoslovakia was the last to 
fall, by a brazen coup in Febru- 
ary, 1948. Greece, a borderland 
region of Soviet influence, never 
did quite succumb, but a bloody 
civil war, which drew in power- 
ful assistance from the West, was 
necessary to prevent it. 

Sense of Betrayal.

MEN TO KOREA WAR 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UP)— 
The unwillingness of some of our 
Allies to send drafted men out- 
side their own boundaries may be 
one reason the United States is 
not getting more help in Korea. 

A survey showed today that the 
contributions of some key nations 
are limited by law or regulation 
to professional soldiers or volun- 
teers. 

However, reports. that America 
is the only nation that can send 
its drafted men anywhere in the 
world have been exaggerated. 
There are many nations with sim- 
ilar laws. 

But there are important excep- 
tions like France, Belgium and 
The Netherlands, where the gov- 
ernment’s power over drafted men 
is limited. 

France cannot send drafted 
youths even to Indo-China, Bel- 
gium, likewise, must depend on 
volunteers to man even its posts 
in the Belgian Congo. 

There are 16 nations with troops 
in Korea. Seven—Australia, Bel- 
gium, Canada, France, Luxem- 
bourg, The Netherlands and New 
Zealand—are supplying only vol- 
unteers. Canada does not even 
have a draft law. 

Most of the drafted men in Ko- 
rea come from the United States, 
Britain, Turkey and Greece. Some 
countries without compulsory 
service — like the Philippines — 
have sent regulars.

of sin. When Joseph comes in 
from the hills to enroll at the 
state university he is impelled 
by a single fanatical purpose: 
to work out his own “salvation” 
and that of such others as he 
€an mold and lead. 


Immediately he finds him- 
self in a state bordering on 
despair. Everybody he meets 
seems tainted. His landlady 
smokes and paints her face; his 
fellow students drink, carouse, 
-blaspheme and—worst of all— 
defile themselves by associat- 
ing with loose women. Even 
those whose behavior is fairly 
circumspect betray themselves 
by words and attitudes. They 
are sinners in their hearts, re- 
gardless of what they do, be- 
eause they look upon women 
with desire.

IS contact with Bruce 
Praileau, a handsome young 
man of aristocratic back- 
ground, is more disturbing. 
Praileau fascinates him and 
repels him.

“Why?” asks Joseph.

It seems 
evident, though, that Mr. Green 
regards him as a fairly typical 
example of the American puri- 
tan, an opinion that is evidently 
shared by a number of distin- 
guished French critics.

HE French 
T “Moira” was awarded the 
Monaco prize and was re- 
ceived by the critics with un- 
qualified praise. Andre Mau- 
rois, who should know some- 
thing about the United States, 
wrote as follows: “It is difficult 
for the French to imagine the 
passions, the terrors and the 
revulsions of certain American 
Protestants. For three centuries 
religion instilled an indescrib- 
able horror of women and of 
sex. Today many of them seem 
to have gotten over this. ... 
But the old sickness has left 
deep traces. 

“A liberated man is not yet a 
free man. It is hard for the 
American male to be natural in 
his relationship with women. 
And that is why the drama of 
Joseph Day which Julian Green 
recounts, seems so real.” 

There is some truth in this; 
there are also traces of iron in 
Mr. Maurois’s blood-stream but 
nobody speaks of him as “The 
Iron Man.” What may be in- 
ferred from this and other re- 
views of “Moira” is that the 
French public continues to be- 
stow its favor on American 
books and books about America 
that coincide with its precon- 
ceptions of this benighted land.

A 'Broad Yellowish Stream’ 


Pressures of Life in Budapest Under Russian Control

LEXANDRA ORME’S book, 
A the Waters of the 
Danube,” is enclosed in a 
gay jacket bearing a drawing of 
a quayside filled with merry 
people. Some of the baroque 
grandeur of old Budapest is in- 
dicated and there are only faint 
signs of trouble, such as the 
broken bridges and the over- 
' gized poster of a Stalin like- 
ness. 
But Mme. ipods book isn’t 
a happy one. Its tone is set 
when she describes the Danube 
as a “broad, yellowish stream,” 
thus turning her back on the 
blue waters of romantic mem- 
ory. Readers of her previous 
book, “Comes the Comrade!” 
which was a book club choice 
last year, will recall that she 
was quite cheery through every- 
thing. She is less optimistic in 
her account of life in Budapest. 


The author is a Polish noble- 
woman who married a Hun- 
garian and who uses an as- 
sumed name in order to protect 
her parents in Poland. She is 
a courageous individual with an 
observing eye and she writes 
with conversational ease. 

“By the Waters of the Dan- 
ube” is a continuation of her 
experiences. It tells of her life 
in Budapest from April 1945 
through the next winter, when 
she nervily makes her way, to 
Poland and against all odds 
back to Hungary. 

Mme. Orme’s story is robbed 
of some of its effectiveness be- 
cause its shock value is gone. 
Many accounts of life in occu- 
pied countries have made fa- 
miliar an unordered, precarious 
existence in which food, a roof 
over one’s head, some clothes 
on one’s back and a steeled 
acceptance of heavy steps and 
loud knocks are part of every 
day. 

It is only through her variety 
of incidents, set down with con- 
vincing sincerity, that the au- 
thor keeps this part of her story 
going. Once again we find that 
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the women display more re- 
sourcefulness than the men, who 
have been numbed to inaction, 
and that the elders rely on the 
ingenuity of the young, hardly 
daring to ask how their bread 
is come by.

ME. ORME lives as a 
M member of a collective. 

This consists of 10 persons 
in a three-room apartment, in- 
cluding two princesses and for 
extra measure three dogs. The 
diet is potatoes in paprika and 
string beans with flour. Nobody 
has more than one outfit af 
clothes. 

Budapest is in the state of 
just having been liberated by 
the Red Army. Mme. Orme be- 
comes a waitress in a bar set up 
by former aristocrats from 
various odds and ends. The 
patrons are a motley crowd. 

There are titled elite who 
still have silver sauceboats, gold 
and jewels to barter for drinks; 
well-to-do Jewesses who never 
tire of whispering to one an- 
other their experience at Au- 
schwitz, and a few Russians, 
high and low, good and bad. 
Madame is often bothered about 
the latter, since she never can 
distinguish between sober and 
drunken Russians—their be- 
havior is always so incalculable.

When Mme. Orme arrives at 
last in Poland, after frightening 
border experiences, she discov- 
ers that there. Sovietization is 
further along. The pattern is 
firm and enemies, if not friends, 
are known. There is plenty to 
eat, lots of vodka, and every- 
one knows precisely what to do 
and say, and what not. Mean- 
while, each day flowers are 
placed surreptitiously under 
photographs of young Poles 
publicly shot to death by the 
Nazis for their resistance. The 
flowers freeze in the rubble of 
Warsaw. 

The author is a thoughtful 
person and the value of her 
book, beyond its vividness as a 
human experience, is in its 
search for meanings. Mme. 
Orme strives to be fair to Hun- 
garians, Poles and Russians 
alike. She tries hard to under- 
stand how political systems af- 
fect human beings. In the end 
she can only say that truth 
seems always to be two-edged.

HERE probably isn’t any 
T more impractical, unrealis- 
tic, unthinking or lovable 
segment of the paying public 


than that which lavishes its’ 


time and money on riding 
horses. This isn't a new fact 
that came in with the internal 
combustion engine, Bad riding 
is rooted in antiquity and en- 
crusted with prestige. There 
are probably amore riders hack- 
ing uncomfortably around the 
country today than ever in his- 
tory and it isn’t lack of meney 
that makes them unable fully 
to enjoy the company of their 
mounts, 

The very sentiment that 
makes so many people like 
horses seems to blind them to 
the, reasons why horses don’t 
necessarily like them. 

Horses are essentially stupid, 
however much you like them. 
The brighter they are, the less 
they’re inclined to enjoy the 
unequal collaboration needed to 
get across fences unprepared 
or gallop down a rock road. 
This isn't necessarily true of 
people. In order to get a better 
understanding between the two 
kinds of mammal, it will be 
necessary for the latter to start 
supplying a bigger share of 
good sense. 

The intellectual limitations of 
the horse and the fact that love 
of horses is usually about as 
oneeided a passion as love of 
venison—these are the starting 
premises of Capt. Viadimir Lit- 
tauer’s seventh book. This real- 
ism might get him into serious 
trouble with the more senti- 
mental kind of horseman, if 
such people read books. 

* * * 

OR all other riders, it is 
Fn great merit. He is scien- 

tifically realistic about the 
way a horse moves and prac- 
tically realistic about the lim- 
ited time available for school- 
ing and riding herses in the 
twentieth century. He recom- 
mends different aids and sig- 
nals to different grades of 
rider. Above all he insists that 
there are many methods of rid- 
ing right, but only one attitude 
that will make any of them 
achievable. 

“Common Sense Horseman- 
ship”—a better title would have 
been “Horse Sense for Horse- 
men”—may be the definitive 
book on forward riding for be- 
ginners, teachers, trainers and 
Olympics contenders. At any 
rate, if you are still Christmas 
shopping, it has something to 
say to anyone who has ever 
looked a gift book in the mouth.

A very much enjoyed Mrs. 

Brown's book, since I've 
wondered how Americans re- 
acted to Japanese people and 
Japanese life, especially in the 
period since the surrender of 
Japan. I was living there dur- 
ing the 21 months in 1946-1948 
when Mrs. Brown resided in 
Japan as the wife of a colonel 
in the American Army of Occu- 
The extent of the 
author’s insight into life in 
postwar Japan amazes me. She 
has written graphically of the 
disorganizing impact of the war, 
surrender, economic hardship 
on the previously high morale 
of the Japanese people. 


That she could observe and 
report so well the life of this 
confused period in Japanese 
life was in part due to her posi- 
tion as columnist for one of 
@apan’s largest daily newspa- 
pers, the Osaka Mainichi 
(“Osaka daily’’). 


In a period when much of 
Japan was off-limits to Occupa- 
tion Forces, and most Occupa- 
tion facilities were off-limits to 
Japanese, she was enabled by 
her newspaper position to go 
almost anywhere in Japan she 
wished. 

She reports in her book in a 
realistic style her interviews 
and experiences with Japanese 
men and women of all classes: 
upper class, servants, police- 
men, Buddhist priests, coal 
miners, farmers, etc. She 
traveled widely in Japan visit- 
ing places as far separated as 
Kyushu in the south and Hok- 
kaido in the north. Especially 
interesting is her report of a 
visit to an Ainu village (the 
Ainus are aboriginal people who 
preceded the Japanese as in- 
habitants of present-day Japan). 
I had visited the same village 
in 1939, and find her account 
highly accurate. Her descrip- 
tions and impressions through- 
out the book grip the interest 
of the reader. During most of 
her stay, she and her family 
lived in Kyoto, which was be- 
fore Tokyo the capital of Japan 
for more than eight centuries, 
a most beautiful and interest- 
ing city, undamaged by war.

ER two most important 
J cnscters from the stand- 

point of understanding 
Japanese life, are Chapter 6, 
“The Debt That is Hardest to 
Repay,” and Chapter 8, “The 
Weight of a Mountain.” These 
two chapters are particularly 
well done, and effectively pre- 
sent the philosophy of life and 
of fate which lie at the core of 
the Japanese way of life, a 
philosophy not likely to be

changed even by American re- 
forms. 

That this American woman 
was able to probe so deeply 
into the underlying traits of 
Japanese culture is a tribute to 
her intelligence, industry, and 
sympathetic approach to the 
people among whom she was 
living. The occasional minor 
errors which are made in Jap- 
anese terminology do not de- 


tract from the worth of Mrs, 
Brown's book. 

I recommend this book to 
all who have never visited 
Japan and seek knowledge of 
a people with whom Americans 
seem likely to be increasingly 
allied. And to those who have 
lived in Japan I recommend it 
for the additional insights as 
well as the feeling of nostalgia 
it will give.

N all of his books—novels, 
| memoirs, essays — Francois 

Mauriac has been concerned 
with the dilemma of his own 
soul, the dilemma of the soul 
of the artist. A profoundly 
religious man and a Catholic, 
he has hovered at the place 
where the “worldly life” and 
the “life of grace” meet. As an 
artist, and, in his younger days, 
an admirer of Gide, he has sur- 
rendered to the lure and power 
of the senses and to man’s 
Satanic desires. As a Christian, 
he believes that a human nature 
steeped in the senses is so evil 
that only grace can save it. 

To this dilemma he returns 
in this collection of brief ad- 
dresses and articles. He poses 
the question: How much of the 
Christian was there in the great 
French writers he admires? 
What can be said of Voltaire 
or of Gide, who were anti- 
Christian and are yet reputed 
to be great? His norm of Chris- 
tian devotion is Pascal, who 
gave up for religion his fame 
and his scientific genius. 
Judged by such a norm, Mo- 
liere’s life, as Mauriac reviews 
it, is a tragedy because in that 
dramatist’s art “everything was 
for the world, for the distrac- 
tion and pleasure of the 
world.” 

x *« * 

ALZAC, too, by exalting in 

his novels only material 

values, of society and cir- 
cumstances, repudiated the soul 
in himself and his characters. 
Rousseau, in spite of being a 
professing Christian, was an 
enemy of faith. “There is not 
enough Christianity in Rous- 
seau to make a heretic of him.” 
His love of himself and his 
spurious recipes for happiness 
have come down as vitiating 
forces into modern life. 
, For Voltaire Mauriac shows 
neither sympathy nor respect. 
The great eighteenth century 
polemist was too far steeped in 


a belief in intellect and prog- 
ress to understand the soul’s re- 
nunciation. On the other hand, 
Gide is pardoned, because his 
very appetite for the vile may 
perhaps reveal to his reader 
how loathsome human nature 
can be. 


More interesting, however, 
than these judgments—and 
some may consider them ir- 
relevant to criticism—is the in- 
sight into Mauriac himself. He 
is probably, as Henri Peyre 
writes, the most considerable 
French novelist since Proust, 
and his question, “Can a great 
artist be also a Christian?” is 
a serious one for the believer. 


x * * 


T was serious, even, for Bau- 
| delaire who, during his work- 

ing years, had little doubt 
about what an artist must be 
and do in order to be faithful 
to his talent. Oh the evidence 
of his final journal, “My Heart 
Laid Bare,” Baudelaire may be 
accounted a believer, recovered 
from his “phase of egotism,” 
but his earlier writings, poems 
and essays alike, point out for 
the artist a path of egotism and 
of unlicensed desire that is 
hardly religious. The “Fleurs 
du Mal” is great poetry because 
the lusts of the flesh riot in it, 
and the essay on hashish, re- 


' printed here, is an amazing 


analysis of the dope-addict's 
paradise, so like the artist's 
paradise of dream and passion- 
ate energy. 

To savour everything, evil as 
well as good, to make a creed 
of elegance and originality, to 
go down into the street of the 
world and become a citizen cf 


, it, or to find a “land of Cock- 


ayne where life is rich and 
sweet to inhale” — this was 
Baudelaire’s aim, and other 
artists like Gide have agreed 
with him. 


And, because the issue be- 
tween the ‘artist and the be- 
liever is still unresolved in 
Mauriac as in others, reading 
these two books together is a 
fruitful experience. For the tug 
of flesh and the pull of God on 
the artist are even more in- 
sistent and heart-rending than 
on the average man.

LBERT SKIRA begins a 
A new series of exquisite art 

books designed to trace the 
significant movements, the 
changes and developments in 
the Art of Painting by divid- 
ing them into centuries. All of 
the handsome color plates are 
new and made especially for 
these volumes. The books are 
slightly smaller than those of 
the Skira “History of Modern 
Painting” series. The new ones 
are 10 by 11 inches but at no 
cost to quality and are a more 
convenient size to handle. 

For the public, this series 
should provide a background 
for a broad understanding of 
what Pictorial Art is all about, 
what old masters accomplished, 
and what modern painters are 
attempting. The continuing 
thread of influences from one 
culture to another, the rise and 
fall of national groups as 
leaders in the field give a broad 
perspective to the world of 
painting which should be inval- 
uable in these days of confusion. 

Tracing the influence of such 
events as the French Revolu- 
tion, the changed status of the 
painter with the decline of 
royalty and church as principal 
art patrons as well as the mix- 
ing of Italian masters with 
Flemish talents all combine to 
explain the fluctuations and 
growth in art. The Flemish 
painters were influenced by the 
Italians but they added some- 
thing of their own, just as the 
French impressionists were in- 
spired by Constable, Turner and 
the other great English land- 
scape painters. 

This broad survey of two 
centuries of European painting 
is not confined to one school 
or any one country, gor is it re- 
stricted to the great masters 
and their better known works.

Windows Glow, Stars

OW long has it been since you've walked down the street 

of a back-country village in the dusk of a winter evening? 
Overhead the bright stars twinkle, unobscured by any film 

of smoke or the brightness of street lamps. Windows glow 
cst with a warm light. And the 

fair is pungent with. the smell 
of wood smoke rising from 
many chimneys. It: is an 
aroma which has power to 
carry you back to a distant 
E. childhood, a time when elec- 
tricity had yet to reach the 
country town and the light 
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softer, more golden glow. Nor 
did half the houses, as today, 
heat with coal, oil, gas or 
electricity; all depended upon 
the woodpile in the back 
yard. Here were big chunks 
for the heating stoves and 
logs for the fireplace, al- 
though these latter were gen- 
erally boxed up for winter to 
save the heat which other- 
wise poured up the wide-open 

flue. And in another pile, 
neatly stacked, were split lengths of green hickory and sea- 
soned red oak for the kitchen stove. Winter has its values, 
even though many of them are on the nostalgic side. 
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@ WE’VE NOTICED LATELY, as we drive through Belle- 
view, that there are almost always a half-dozen or more of our 
farmer-neighbors. hard at work on a construction job. One 
week ‘they will be carpentering or building forms, another will 
find them mixing and pouring concrete or perhaps stacking the 
lumber which has been hauled fresh-sawed from the mill. 
These men are working on their new stone church which is 
being built to replace an old frame structure that had outlived 
its usefulness.

There is nothing, I think, which bespeaks the strength 
of a country community like its church; and this is doubly 
true when even the work of construction is carried out by 
members of the congregation.

Yet go forward it 
does, making ready for another 100 years of service to add 
to the 100 which are already behind it. More than this, 
the new church will be expanded to render a broader serv- 
ice. We hear of many country communities where all the 
churches have been closed for a generation or more, but 
there is nothing like this Mm our Valley. Here all the life 
of the community centers around the church, whether it 
be the new Methodist or any of several others in our com- 
munities of Caledonia and Belleview. Thinking of them, 
there comes to mind the title of a moving old hymn handed 
down from frontier days, “How Firm a Foundation.”

@ THE RECENT MILD WEATHER has suited us well, en- 
abling us to catch up on work that had fallen behind. Occa- 
sional rains slow things down, yet most of the sawdust mulch 
and mapure has been moved out from the barns to the field. 
Our road into the small back cornfield, which we had to reach 
by crossing the creek, washed out last summer and we made 
arrangements to haul the corn out through neighbor White’s 
farm. But everything is ready for this now, and we hope to 
spend next week snapping the ears from the stalks and hauling 
them into the cribs. After that the steers will be turned into 
the stalk field to clean up the leaves, the scattering of soy- 
beans which were planted with the corn, and the grass which 
grew there when it was too wet to cultivate this summer.

In weather such as this, we expect the cattle to forage 
in the fields for part of their food; and such hay as they 
get is hauled out and fed on the sod. There is no doubt 
that a few green leaves are wasted when this method is 
used. On the other hand, by feeding in a different place 
each morning and evening we are able to scatter the 
manure evenly through the fields and eliminate the labor 
of hauling it out. Moreover, unless the weather is severe 
or rainy, all of the cattle seem to do better for not-being 

penned up at night.

@..WE’VE BEEN RATHER SURPRISED to see comment from 
the Conservation Commission that the Missouri quail popula- 


tion is about normal this season. Most of .the hunters in our 
section report that coveys are far apart and hard to find. A 


number have told of making hunt@of a full day without find- 
ing a single bird. Here at the farm we know that many early 
nests drowned out and were deserted by the hen birds. Some 
of these nested again, bringing off hatches so late that the 
young quail are just now beginning to fly strongly. But some 
evidently failed to hatch a second brood or else moved clear 
out into higher territory; for we have found only three coveys 
this autumn in an area which last year produced eight. In 
the Ozarks it is undoubtedly true that many quail nested and 
hatched in the woods or moved onto the high, timbered hills 
as soon as the young were off the nests. Cleval Corey, our 
conservation agent, and others who spend a lot of time in the 
woods tell us they find a covey in almost every slash or open- 
ing. This has, at least, the advantage of leaving a good seed 
stock of birds for next season as it is almost impossible to hunt 
these timber quail successfully. 

One: of the Carolina wrens which frequents the barniot 
and woodpile behind the house has come in onto the porch, 
several times lately, through the small curtained door which 
we leave open for the dogs. It is a small, square door opening 
at the floor level of the porch and it is covered by a light can- 
vas curtain. Despite this, on a half-dozen occasions the wren 
has found its way in and must be captured as gently as possible 
and released out in the open. So far it has met with no serious 
accident, but we’re hoping it doesn’t come in some day when 
old Veronica is sunning herself there; since if this should hap- 
pen we'd be almost certain to lose ours Garolina wren.

OMEWHERE in the region of 
G ine North Pole, as every tod- 

dler knows, a bulky gentleman 
with a twinkle in his eye spends 
all the year worrying about 
Christmas. His name is Santa 
Claus and he has thousands of 
nameless helpers, each one intent 
on turning out millions of toys 
for children everywhere. 

“Uncle” Dan Vinson, a 67-year- 
old Oklahoma City asphalt sales- 
man, would be the last to claim 


that he is the one honest-to-good-* 


ness Santa, but the description 
fits him exactly. All over the 
state of Oklahoma, at this time 
of year, men and women in 
churches, steel mills, print shops 
and prisons, are doing his bidding 
without pay to provide gifts for 
some 3,000,000 youngsters whose 
Christmas stockings would other- 
wise remain empty—children of 
convicts, wards of orphanages and 
other institutions or just plain 
progeny of the poor. 


The- spirit behind this nation- * 


wide “Operation Santa Claus” is 
almost six feet tall, weighs 209 
pounds and never quite finished 
the second grade, He is shinily 
bald except for tufts of white 
around the fringes of his big, 
round head. His suits are frayed 
around the cuffs and he lives 
alone in a small room of a mod- 
est residential hotel where he 
does his own laundry in the bath- 
tub. 

“People think I’m a million- 
aire,” says Uncle Dan with a 
throaty Santa chuckle. “Fact is, 
I make $10,000 or maybe $15,000 
a year, but I’m the poorest man 
in Oklahoma because I spend it 
as fast as I make it. I’m happy, 
though. I believe you get back 
from life what you put in—and a 
little more.” 7 

Uncle Dan’s incredible enter- 
prise took root one afternoon in 
October, 1942, when business 
took him past the State Train- 
ing School for Negro Boys at 
Boley. Dan was eating a lot of 
nickel candy bars then and 
usually carried a box.of them 
along in his car. It struck him 
that it might be nice to give 
some of the candy to the boys at 
Boley. He did so, and their re- 
ception of the gift was so wide- 
eyed that it made a deep impres- 
sion on Dan.

OT long afterwards, he hap- 
N pened to run into Sig Harp- 

man, president of the Okla- 
homa Paper Co., who imparted 
that he was stuck with an enor- 
mous load of cut-out toys.

Dan thought this over for a 
spell and the day before Christ- 
mas eve he called a friend of his 
who worked in a radio station. 
He was riding in his car later 
in the day when his friend went 
on the air. Dan had never heard 
his name on the radio before and 
so pulled over to the curb and 
listened to his car radio. ““There’s 
a new Santa Claus in town... .” 
the announcement began and it 
went on to explain that Dan 
Vinson would arrange Christmas 
gifts for any organization in 
Oklahoma. 

The announcer invited listeners 
to telephone the Vinsonite Co., 
whose asphalt Dan sells, and 
shortly after the broadcast Vin- 
son decided to call in to check 
whether there had been any re- 
sponse.

We had a won- 
derful home and the happiest mo- 
ment of my life was Sunday back 
in Arkansas when we had to wait 
for second table.” 

Dan was born in Lonoke, Ark, 
the son of a genial blacksmith 
who liked to have a lot of com- 
pany, especially on Sundays. 
Things got so crowded that Dan’s 
mother had to serve two dinners, 
but she always saved the best 
pieces of chicken for her own 
brood at the second table and 
Dan will never forget it. 

The boy Dan worked for $1 in 
a home-town grocery store until 
1897 when his father packed up 
the family and a gang of rela- 
tives and set out-for the west 
where there was free land and 
less crowding. They stopped for 
a year or so ih Oklahoma, where 
Dan’s dad. got.out his tools and 
set up a blacksmith shop, but 
then pushed on. Dan’s business 
acumen first showed itself then. 
He bought country butter from 
farmers en route and sold it in 
the next town for a nickel a 
pound profit.

Solomon, ‘as Worshipful a Man as Ever Lived,’ Also Considered Himself Great King

CHAPTER 19 


OLOMON was a man of God 
but he also had an eye to him- 
self and his own glory. 

By his lights he was as wor- 
shipful a man as ever lived, but 
he also considered that he was 
a very great king indeed, and it 
did not seem to him now that 
the palace of King David, his 
father, really measured up to the 
dignity of a monarch such as him- 
self; not after he had commanded 
world admiration for the Temple 
of Jerusalem. He wanted a new 
palace for himself and he got it— 
after a labor of 13 years, during 
which period, if the truth must 
be told, many serfs — “state 
slaves”"—of Hebrews as well as 
other nationals were put into the 
labor gangs. 

Actually, Solomon’s own palace 
was more grandiose in size, style 
and ornament than the Temple 
itself, but there was no dis- 
harmony.

Entire supervision of design 
and erection of Temple and pal- 
ace had been left to the skill 
of the Phoenicians, at an annual 
payment of 220,000 bushels of 
wheat and 1800 gallons of finest 
olive oil. And the twelve ap- 
pointed deputies under Solomon 
managed between them to raise

nothing of the armies of servants. 

Tales of Solomon’s royal ex- 
travagancés were picked up by 
travelers and came! drivers and 
boatmen and carried around the 
known world. By the time they: 
had reached the woman known 
to history as the Queen of Sheba 
they were bloated into fabulous, 
incredible tales. 

The dark Queen’s curiosity 
about such pomp was stirred to 
an intense pitch, and she decided 
to leave her kingdom in south- 
western Arabia, some 1500 miles 
away from Israel, and go to Je- 
rusalem to see for herself. No 
wonder she was curious. The 
Queen’s own country of Sheba 
was one of the richest in the 
world. From this setting of 
wealth and grandeur, which she 
believed unsurpassed on earth, 
the Queen, with a diadem of 
Ethiopia gleaming on her fore- 
head, journeyed forth with a long 
train of camels bearing spicery, 
gems and gold. No caravan like 
it had ever before been seen. In 
the Queen’s mind was more than 
curiosity; she was nurturing po- 
litical schemes, seeking an ailli- 
ance. Her gifts were calculated 
to outshine the rumored magnifi- 
cence of King Solomon, which 
she felt sure was exaggerated. 
Also, the clever Queen came 
laden with something else—with 
riddles, hard questions to test 
Solomon’s reputed wisdom. As it 
had been in Samson’s time, so it 
was now—the great intellectual 
exercise of the Israelites and 
other peoples of the Middle East 
was or 
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HUS armed and arrayed, Sheba 
T came in great state to Jerusa- 

lem, and the town gave her a 
roaring welcome. The whole land 
was agog at the barbaric magnifi- 
cence of her retinue; and she was 
astounded at the glory of Solo- 
mon’s court, the costumes, the 
properties, the whole lavish show. 
But soon, in a room of the inner 
palace, King Solomon and the 
dusky Queen faced each other, 
cozily, friendly, away from all 
pageantry, ready for a riddling 
contest. 

For a man of Solomon's super- 
lative wisdom, all of the tricks 
and stunts seemed as child's play, 
but to the Queen they seemed of 
surprising force and power, and 
his answers to other riddles con- 
vinced her of his towering mental 
eminence. 

So overwhelmed by Solomon’s 
knowledge and his grandeur was 
the Queen of Sheba that she de- 
clared “the half was not told me.” 
And soon, as was the custom be- 
tween host and guest, gifts were 
exchanged. The Queen gave to 
Solomon camel-loads of golden 
talents, and a great store of preci- 
ous stones and rare spices. In 
return, the generous king of 
Israel by fiat, by positive and au- 
thoritative command, “gave unto 
the Queen of Sheba all her de- 
sire,” before she left to return 
to her own kingdom in Arabia— 
and that must have been, indeed, 
a great deal. 

She departed, leaving Solomon 
sad and lonely in spite of all his 
many wives. He was at his height 
of his fame; the Queen's visit was 
his grand climacteric, 

The end came after a reign of 
40 years, during which Solomon 
had risen to be a world figure. 

We do not know how Solomon 
died. We do know that his pass- 
ing came at a perilous time and 
that when Prince Rehoboam, son 
of Solomon, took the throne of 
Israel, to rule in the succession, 
the whole kingdom was in danger. 
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THE COMING OF ELIJAH 


N the next hundred years the 
kingdom of the Jews fell apart. 
It began when Solomon’s son 
Rehoboam, of the black curls and 
pale, graceful hands, claimed the 
succession. But Rehoboam was 
young for his years and they 
were only 16. He had no con- 
cept of a monarch’s responsibili- 
ties to his people, nor his need 
for mercy and understanding and 
compassion. He was not even 
suspicious that-politics might rise 
to plague him at. his coronation. 
As black-curled young Reho- 
boam, bedight in gleaming finery, 
stood on a hill with the ple 
restless in the broad valley at 
his feet, he heard no shouts, 
hosannas, or psalms of welcome, 
Instead, mutterings were coming 
from 10,000 throats. Eyes flash- 
ing with rage, Rehoboam told 
off the whole multitude: 

“My father made your yoke 
h@avy, and I will add to your 
yoke: my father also chastised 
you with whips, but I will chas- 
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tise you with scorpions.” 

A scream of wrath came from 
the throngs. -To the forefront 
there suddenly sprang a lithe 
young figure who might have 
been the young tyrant’s twin; but 
this was Jeroboam, son of Nahat, 
a mighty man of valor, and an 
enemy of the government. Reho- 
boam knew that this revolutionist 
had fled to Egypt for fear he 
would be killed as a pretender to 
the crown. But here he was back 
in Shechem, and with a howling 
mob of thousands of Israelites 
backing him up.

N that crazy moment, the King- 

dom was split in two with civil 

war. The tribes of Judah and 
Benjamin in the south voted for 
Rehoboam to rule over them, with 
Jerusalem as their capital. But 
in the north the other ten tribes 
chose Jeroboam for their sover- 
eign. 

The dolorous years rolled on 
and the people fell away from 
their faith. Now and then a good 
king would take charge, but none 
ever strong enough to stem the 
tide of degradations nor bring 
peace. Many and various, these 
reigns above and below the di- 
viding line; Jehosaphat and Elash 
and Omri the captain of the 
guards. : 

But the struggle of good 
against evil did not become 
strong again until old King 
Omri, imitating King Solomon's 
matrimonial alliances, bethrothed 
his son Ahab to a flamboyantly 
attractive young Sidonian prin- 
cess, a human hell-cat whose 
name was Jezebel. 

It was when Ahab and Jezebel 
became King and Queen of the 
North that the old belief in the 
God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob 
seemed to be ready for final 
obliteration from the hearts of 
the Israelites. For Ahab and 
Jezebel were aggressively, opti- 
mistically, fanatically anti-Jeho-

vah. It was not that Ahab was 
a man of deep convictions, but 
the Syrian infidel who was his 
wife was a fanatic about her 
own faith. She worshipped the 
idol Baal and took a sensual joy 
in the orgies that went with his 
worship. 


Almost the very first act of the 
new king, Ahab, was to order a 
present for his wife, which was a 
building to be called “The House 
of Baal,” in which he set up an 
idol to his favorite sub-diety, the 
evil Melkart, favorite of the 
Sidonian people from which she 
came, 

\It looked as if Jezebel and 

elkart were to be triumphant in 
Igrael until a strange and arrest- 
ing figure suddenly appeared one 
afternoon. Spies had brought 
word to Ahab that a singular old 
man was marching down the soggy 
roads—a wild fellow in the rain, 
white hair wet and streaming 
down to the small of his sun- 

urned back. He was Elijah the 
Tishite, and he had run-.a hun- 
dred miles and more, all the way 
from Samaria, and he wanted au- 
dience with the king. 

The sentries could not know 
that they were in the presence 
of one of the great seers of his- 
tory, this Elijah, who is also 
known to the Christian world as 
Elias. Here was a man with a 
mission which was to destroy the 
worship of pagan gods and to re- 
new in the people a sense of 
adoration and justice and free- 
dom.

7 He 
enlisted: in the Army, bug he got 
the news of the Armistice, in a 
hospital bed, stricken by influen- 
za, before he could get overseas. 

“Tl was broken-hearted—not be- 
cause I wanted to fight, but be- 
cause I wanted to join the Army 
to ‘see the world!’”

OUT OF THE ARMY, he took a 
job with the United States Ship- 
ping Board, helping to keep track 
of ships under the American flag 
around the world; that only whet- 
ted’ his appetite for travel, until 
finally he shipped out for the 
Merchant Marine as the youngest 
supercargo in the service, first 
step toward a hobby of travel 
that has taken him around the 
world three times, logging 600,000 
miles in all, winding up as presi- 
dent of the Circumnavigators’

boy, I hit a sparrow with a bean- 
shooter, and the little bird died 
in my hands. I was so upset I 


broke my bean-shooter, and since‘ 


then I have never even tried to 
take the life of any animal.” 
The most dangerous trip he has 
made penetrated to the head- 
waters of the Amazon, to film 
the jungle rituals of a ‘head- 
shrinking” among the Jivaros. 
Cotlow was once discouraged 
from making this trip by Andre 
Roosevelt, who told him the story 
of a famous red-bearded German 
explorer who had gone up the 
Amazon and never came back. 
His disappearance Was a mystery 
until one day when Roosevelt, 
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walking down the streets of Quito 
in Eouador saw on @ shelf in a 
curio shop, among trinkets for 
tourists, a shrunken human head 
with a bristling red beard! 

« But Cotlow studied the legends 
of the Jivaros, and discovered 
that their killings were family af- 
fairs. When somebody died, in 
your own clan, you had to go and 
take a life from a neighboring 
clan, shrink the head, and then 
“your. own loved one was assured 
of a life hereafter. It is easy to 
see how a single death from pneu- 
monia among the Jivaros could 
set off a whole chain reaction of 


ead-shrinking. 
“But I went among them as a 
/ 


friend, sure that they would not 
take my head, because I belonged 
to no neighboring clan. I brought 
them simple gifts like mirrors 
and makeup kits. I played with 
their children, lived in their huts 
-in short, I practiced Dale Car- 
negie and I came home with my 
head,’ ” 


Cotlow made three trips,among 
the Jivaros—one produced beau- 
tiful color stills of the head- 
shrinking ceremonies, which ap- 
peared in “Life” magazine. He 
parlayed that into a movie on an- 
other trip. 

“For a climax,” he said, “I 
wanted to film the victory dance 
but for the picture, I wanted to 
get the best specimens from four 
different clans, all of them always 
at war with each other. That 
meant arranging a brief truce...” 
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«THERE HADN'T been a truce 
among the Jivaros within mem- 
ory of living man, Cotlow used 
a copy of “Life’ magazine, which 
carried the pictures he had taken 
before. to persuade the clans to 
accept the truce. 

“I went first to the Al Capone 
of the strongest tribe—Utitiya, 
who had 58 shrunken heads to 
his credit. I told him I wanted 
to let the outside world know how 
brave’ and strong he was. And 
then I showed him the pictures in 
“Life,’ and explained that mil- 
lions of people had seen the 
Jivaros, but now I wanted to_show 
him in motion, in closeup, big! 
And as the pictures were passed 
eround, other tribesmen recog- 
nized fellow Jivaros in the group 
shots. It rilled their hearts with 
pride .. . they wanted more 
publicity.. From then on, it was 
easy.” 

And that’s how Lewis Gotlow 
learned that even among head- 
shrinkers, swelling heads is the 
key to persuasion. To Cotlow, 
his trips are never dangerous; but 
even though as a profession he

County. 
CASE 32 
Dicky and his mother arrived 
in St. Louis last year from a Dis- 
placed Perspns camp in Europe, 
The father is still there because 
of illness. Relatives helped Dicky 
and his mother come to St. Louis 
and although she knew little Eng- 
lish she found a job here and two 
tiny rooms. But she is having to 
pay back some of her traveling 
expenses and her limited budget 
will not permit even a toy or two 
for Dicky unless someone con- 
tributes to their Christmas.

A_ chifforobe and 
dresser which could be purchased 
for a total cost of $23 would add 
much to this little home and mean 
a measure of happiness at Christ- 
mas.

It’s pretty hard for a tall, awk- 
ward boy of 13 to face the pros- 
pect of starting all over again 
with a new family, especially 
when things turned out so un- 
happily in his last foster home. 
Now Eric is receiving institu- 
tional care but he hopes he soon 
can find a real home with. kind 
foster parents. Meanwhile, he 
is keeping up with his Boy Scout 
activities and with a gift of $15 at 
Christmas he could purchase Scout 
equipment such as his friends in 
the troop have. 
CASE 35 
Jimmy is convalescing from a 
serious illness and because his 
own home is crowded he has been 
placed in a foster home tempo- 
rarily.

Unless 
someone can provide the $25 for 
purchase of the cart, Louis can 
look ferward only to long, lonely 
days sitting in the chair. 

CASE 46. 

This offers an opportunity to 
provide an unusual gift for 
Christmas, one which will have 
lasting benefit. Jean, 17 years 
old has been sent from one fos- 
ter home to another and now is 
in a church-supported institution. 
Last year, she was given a camp- 
ing scholarship and thus found 
an opportunity to express qual- 
ities of leadership which will aid 
her all her life. She has been 
invited to return this year for 


a month’s leadership training 
leading toward a position as 
junior counselor. A camping 
scholarship — $10 for one week,

SCHOENBERG’S FAILURE to 
find a public for the 12-tone sys- 
tem in his lifetime doesn’t close 
the chapter necessarily. It in- 
vites an explanation, however, 
and the explanation may illumi- 
nate a present limitation on the 
Schoenbergian system. 


Previous innovators always car- 
ried over traditional elements 
into their new work. Monte- 
verde’s homophonic music may 
have seemed austere to listeners 
who had the rich polyphony of 
the older masters in their ears 
and his use of unprepared, unre- 
solved dissonances must have 
been shocking to many. Still he 
wrote melodies that were recog- 
nizable as such. Wagner's en- 
riched harmonies and his exten- 
sion of chromaticism were parts 
of an organism that still had 
familiar features. 


Schoenberg not only abandons 
the key-center but constructs a | 
“tone-row’—a selective rear- 
rangement of the chromatic scale 
—for each composition with the 
main purpose of forbidding any 
possible reference to a key-note. 
His own system prohibits any rep- 
itition of a note until the whole 
row has been used. Moreover 
he favors wide skips in his tone 
row which tends to eliminate any 
melodic progression that might | 
have an association with the past | 
and therefore awaken memories. 

x « * 


MITROPOULOS and others 
say that Schoenberg’s system is 
incipient in antecedent music. 
This is true, in a sense, but the 
evolutionary connection is appar- 
ent only to the trained analyst. 
The public doesn’t have enough 
familiar points of contact to use 
in beginning the process of orien- 
tation. The degree of change 
may easily be too great. 


Other composers—notably Al- 
ban Berg—modify the system 
sufficiently to make familiar ref- 
erences possible. Berg incorpor- 
ated a quotation from “Tristan” 
in one composition and concluded 
another with a Bach chorale. 
Krenek’s “Elegy” used repeated 
notes in its tone row. 


It is not necessary, in fact, to 
tse a tone-row in order to write 
in an “atonal” or key-less idiom. 
Completely atonal writing may 
also be subject to certain limita- 
tions inherent in the nature of 
music.: But that’s another ques- 
tion. What is pertinent here is 
that a further extension of chro- 
maticism is possible without the 
use of the tone-row. Moreover 
atonal and tonal writing can be 
combined. At the moment it 
seems reasonable to suppose that 
the two MUST be combined if the 
public is expected to follow these 
explorations.

AMOUNT of argument is 
Neoine to dissuade the his- 
torians from referring to the 
production of “Pal Joey” next 
month as a revival, but so far as 
Robert Alton is concerned it is a 
brand new show even though he 
worked ,on the original presenta- 
tion 10 years ago. 

The dance director, noted for 
his work in films as well as on 
the stage, is not only creating the 
dances for this John O’Hara-Larry 
Hart-Richard Rodgers musical 
comedy as he did before but he 
also is staging the entire produc- 
tion this time. 


“I couldn’t duplicate a dance 
routine from the original produc- 
tion if I wanted to,” Alton said. 
“The first day of rehearsal this 
time we were discussing the origi- 
nal and I was trying to recall an 
effective dancing bit we had used. 
One of the girls had been in that 
production and I asked her how it 
went.

‘Golden Past’ Reviewed

At Holiday Party

ERALDED by persistent if tuneless fanfares played on @ 
gilded trumpet by a gold-clad page, a group of Junior Leaguers 
“rolled out a golden path’ Wednesday, and in a brief series 
of humorous skits reviewed for the entire membership the league’s 


80-year “golden past.” 

Written by the actors and un- 
rehearsed except for one amus- 
ing session the preceding day, 
the effort resulted in good en- 
tertainment for a capacity tea- 
room house at league head- 
quarters, 4932 Maryland ave- 
nue. Every member who could 
leave her job, children, grand- 
children and, for a couple of 
hours, her Christmas shopping, 
turned out to applaud the tal- 
ent of the cast (chiefly sustain- 
ing members) as the commend- 
able work of their predecessors 
was burlesqued. 

The tearoom was at its party 
best. Gold stylized Christmas 
trees and baubles were mount- 
ed on partitioning screens; 
metallic stars depended from 
doorways; the word Noel was 
spelled in glittering letters on 
the mirrors and a real Christ- 
mas tree, gold packages at its 
base and ornaments shining 
from its fronds, provided a 
stage set. 

It was not the local league

which celebrated its golden an- 
niversary, but rather its eldest 
sister, the Junior League of 
New York, (whence stems all 
leagues), which was founded in 
1901 and paradoxically predates 
its parent organization, the As- 
sociation of Junior Leagues of 
America, which did not come 
into being until 1921. . 


The first blast by the trum- 
peter, Miss Adele Croninger, 
brought out the “golden path,” 
(gilt Christmas wrapping paper 
which everyone would like to 
have had). Unrollers were the 
Broun twins, Miss Elise and 
Miss Janet, in gold spangled 
dresses and gilt crowns topped 
by the cut-out dates, ‘01 and 
"51, who stayed in the lime- 
light to handle props. 


The second fanfare and in 
swayed Mrs. Hiram Norcross 
Jr., soloist, and Mrs. Catherine 
Hall Walker, piano accompan- 
iest, weighted down by im- 
mense plumed hats and black 
velvet dresses with trains, who

were introduced as “Two Old 
Birds in a Gilded Cage.” Their 
part of the show, and they did 
it well, was to present in song 
and story “The Origin of the 
Junior League.” So, to the 
tunes “After the Ball,” “Glow 
Worm;” and “Meet Me in St. 
Louie,” they sang of the time, 
“roughly at the turn of the 
century, very roughly, when 
swells like Diamond Jim Brady 
were very swell and toughies 
acted very toughly, and debut 
tantes dined at Delmonicos and 
over their cafe brule decided 


_théey were bored, oh, so bored, 


with the debutante rush.” 
“After the ball was over” they 
took off their stays and plumes, 


donned tippets and muffs and 
drove in landaus to the lower 
East Side to take goodies to 
the poor. They knitted, too, 
“nart of a layette, two mufflers 
and a mitten.” 

Finally ‘‘one fine day in 
oughty-one,” Miss Mary Har- 
riman, later Mrs. Charles Carey 
Rumsey, had an idea. She 
called a meeting of 80 bored 
debutantes, told them to stop 
being ladies bountiful in houses 
beautiful and organized the 
group to work for the New 
York College Settlement.

B. Day told the tale of the 
founding of the St. Louis 
league “in 1914, on April 5— 
you young actives were not 
alive.” It Was a rhymed story 
of early league struggles. and 
meetings in Jefferson Memo- 
rial, of the first mammouth 
rummage sale with police .to 
keep the crowds back, which 
gave the league its first real 
impetus, and finally of its first 
projects, the Occupational

UCTION of a small but valuable 
portion of the large art collection 
of the late William Randolph Hearst 
attracted a select group of connoisseurs 
to the Parke-Bernet eries in New 
York. In the audience at the two-day 
public sale were, private collectors, mu- 
seum representatives, dealers and a few 
persons who frequent such affairs but 
never buy anything. | 
With the wink of an eye or nod of 
the head, bidders expressed willingness 
to pay hundreds, sometimes thousands 
of dollars for a single item. In all, 252 
objects of art, ranging from Egyptian 
antiquities to early American furniture, 
brought a total of $170,455—probably a 
fraction of what Hearst paid for them. 
For a week prior to the sale, the 


articles to be sold were exhibited at 
the galleries for inspection by prospec- 
tive purchasers who could decide in ad- 
vance how high they would bid. During 
the sale, the auctioneer, seated in a 
pulpit-like rostrum, announced each bid 
slowly and distinctly while his assistants 
watched closely for signaled bids. 
Most spirited bid was for two 
pieces .that brought the highest prices: 
A silver-mounted ostrich egg cup made 
in London in 1623, and the Cellini Cup, 
a wrought gilded silver chalice made in 
Augsburg, Germany, about 1550. The 
first sold for $12,000, .the latter for $10,- 
500. Both were bought by Clendenin J. 
Ryan of New York, who ted a large 
part of the famous art collection of his 
grandfather, Thomas Fortune Ryan.

N NEW YORK, Chicago and Los Angeles,. several 

hundred doctors sat before télevision screens, 

‘watching a heart operation on the first cross- 
country medical color telecast in history. The 
operation was performed in Los Angeles. A TV 
camera focused on the incision carried every de- 
tail of the surgery for 3300 miles over a closed 
microwave circuit, relaying the picture impulses 
from tower to tower. 

The telecast demonstrated that, when facili- 
ties are available, the work of top specialists can 
be intimately observed ‘by other doctors and stu- 
dents almost anywhere—an important aid to med- 
ical education.

N the University of Illinois campus in Champaign, a small frame 
house unlike any other in the country was opened last Thursday. 
Although, it looks quite ordinary, the one-story dwelling 

cially built for experimentation in modern living—is unique in that its 
space is entirely flexible. 

Constructed so that interior and exterior walls are free of roof 
weight and therefore movable, the house can be made larger or smaller, 
as desired, and the size, sh and location of rooms, including kitchen 
and bathroom, can be varied at will. Ten columns around the edge of 
the building support the roof; exterior walls, made of panels, are a 
on nailer posts, and interior walls are simply thin partitions. 

The house was built as a “space laboratory” for studying space re- 
quirements of families living in small homes. The research project was 
undertaken by the university's Small Homes Council after an analysis 
of housing surveys indicated space allotments in new homes still are 
largely based on living patterns of the last century. The council found 
that design has not kept pace with the changed living habits which have 
resulted from changes in economic and social conditions and from 
introduction of new equipment for simplifying household tasks. 

Results of the project, the council hopes, will help the housing indus- 
try improve and modernize small house design, cularly by provid- 
ing the greatest amount of useful space ible for the labor and 
materials used. Participating in the study are architects, home econo- 
mists and sociologists.

EFTOVER turkey can be very convenient to have around 
during the holiday season when many hostesses invite 
guests to buffet suppers. Mrs. Harry Kuchenbuch plans 

her holiday turkey so there will be enough extra to make 
a supper dish which she calls holiday spaghetti. The dish 
is simple and inexpensive and is given a real holiday air 
by the addition of diced pimientos and chopped parsley. 

As the first step in her rg gra for this dish Mrs. 
Kuchenbuch makes a broth of the turkey neck and giblets 
and a small piece of turkey fat. The seasoned broth is 
cooked until the giblets are tender. The hetti is 
cooked separately in boiling, salted water for 15 minutes. 
It is then turned out into a colander and held under cold 
running water to remove excess starch. Giblets from broth 
and leftover turkey are cut in bite-size pieces and put in 
the broth and heated. Parsley is cut and pimientos are 
diced and, with the mushrooms, added to the drained 
spaghetti. This mixture is then added to leftover turkey 
which is heating in the broth. All is simmered for about 
five minutes or until well heated. More seasoning may be 
added at this time if desired. 

INGREDIENTS: For broth, two quarts water, the un- 
cooked turkey neck and giblets, salt and pepper to taste; 
three-fourths pound spaghetti, four cups giblet broth, three 
cups leftover turkey, giblets (one cup), two cups mush- 
rooms (canned), one-half cup each chopped parsley and 
diced pimiento, a winegiass of sherry (optional), salt and 
pepper to.taste. These amounts will serve six persons.

INE MONTHS Of the year, huskies are in

The average team consists of eight to 10 
dogs. A fair sled load is estimated at about 
100 pounds per dog. A husky lasts about 
seven years. After that, he begins to slow 
up. There is no “retirement plan.” 

One day, the dog may be pullifg his load. 
The next day he falters and falls. The Es- 
kimo takes off the harness and continues on 
his way. Old or wounded dogs are —_— 
shot. They are left to die.

Your Child's Health! 


can enlist in a great battle against disease. Here’s a program... 


@ First, if the disease is nipped in the bud in 
childhood, there’s a much better chance of 
having a happier, healthier adulthood. 

@ If that isn’t reason enough, take a look at 
the World War IT draft rejection figures (see 
chart). More than 3,500,000 young Americans 
were turned down because of physical and 
emotional disorders. And some of these dis- 
orders could have been corrected in childhood. 
@ But the school-health picture today is far 
from being black, says Dr. Baumgartner. She 
States: 

“In the past few years, a lot of soul-search- 
ing has been done. As a result, programs are 
cropping up all over the country which are 
very encouraging.” 

Here are some examples: 
> LLINOIS is pioneering a movement to have 
epileptic children get good schooling. (There 
are now good drugs to control seizures in many 
of these children.) 


> TENNESSEE is in the forefront in correcting 
children’s speech and hearing defects. 
> CALIFORNIA is leading the way in teaching 
teachers how to detect the illness in class. 
> VIRGINIA has special programs for children 
with rheumatic fever. 

Some real spadework is being done in 
GEORGIA, ARKANSAS and MARYLAND. 


DENTAL checkups will help his teeth. 


Those are three of the states which have 
programs to find sickness and defects and do 
something about having them treated. 

In Spalding, Pike and Lamar Counties, 
Georgia, about 10,000 kids go to school. More 
than two years ago, an outstanding school 
health program was started with local, State 
and U.S. Children’s Bureau backing. 

According to Dr. John H. Venable, of Griffin, 
Ga., commissioner of health in the three coun~- 
ties, 3,600 cases of sickness and physical defi- 
ciencies had been discovered up to last 


summer. Large numbers of youngsters have 
been and are now being treated. The program 
has meant a happier school and home life for 
a great many of them. 

Here’s how the Georgia tri-county program 
works: (You may want to suggest it to your 
own local authorities.) 


There’s Careful Follow-Up 


LL FIRST GRADERS are examined by a doctor 


in school. In grades 2 through 7, teachers 
or nurses may refer a child for examination. 
(The program is just now spreading to the 
junior high age group.) 

If the doctor’s examination in school indi- 
cates there is something wrong with the child, 
he is sent toa county health department clinic. 
@ He is re-examined by a pediatrician (child 
specialist). If the pediatrician confirms the 
school doctor’s diagnosis, the child’s parents 
and family doctor are called. 


' @ From that point on, the family doctor takes 


over. If the parents can afford to pay for treat- 
ment, they do. If they cannot, the county 
health department pays the family doctor. 

@ This program has gained the enthusiastic 
support of parents, school officials and physi- 
cians. The local county medical societies have 
set up an advisory committee to help the pro- 
gram along. Of the 28 doctors in the three 
counties, 23 work directly with the program. 
The five others work on a referral basis. 

In the Georgia program, dental examina- 
tions are given and discussions are held with 
teachers and parents to explain the impor- 
tance of mental health to over-all well-being. 

Maryland has another outstanding program. 
In Washington County, community teamwork 
is producing better health standards for 
youngsters. 

Health clinics are conducted in 17 of the 
county’s 44 schools. Most referrals to the clinic 
are made by teachers. Parents are given notice 
of the examination time, permits to sign and 
are urged to attend. 

If something is discovered in the examina- 
tion that requires treatment, the nurse, 
teacher and pediatric consultant (most of the 
17 schools have one) work together to see that 


’ the child visits his family doctor or goes to a 


county health clinic. 

@ That phase of the program “follow-up” has 
often been a problem in school health pro- 
grams. Too often, a youngster would be ex- 
amined in school, some defect found, and then 
the child and his parents would forget about it. 
@ But the programs in Washington County 
and in Georgia both have very careful follow- 
up, the key to success in school health projects.

© In Washington County, everyone has 
pitched in to make the program a success—the 
Washington County Public Health Association, 
the schools, the U.S. Public Health Service and 
the Children’s Bureau. 

@ Arkansas has another effective approach. - 
® There, local communities throughout the 
State develop their own programs to meet 
their own needs, says Dr. Frances'C. Rothert, 
director, division of maternal and child health, 
Arkansas State Board of Health. 

® Frequently, the teacher will spot something 
wrong with a child. His parents are notified 
and then a public health nurse is called. The

Certain 4unties have even set up a loan 
fund for families who cannot afford to pay for

This Needn’t Happen 


ITH SUCH programs, this sort of thing 
won't happen: (This story was hushed up 
in one big eastern city). 

A school principal was worried because his 
youngsters weren't getting health examina- 
tions. So he went out and hired a “doctor” to 
examine the kids. The doctor insisted on get- 
ting 25¢ for each examination. 

This made the board of education suspicious. 
An investigation revealed that the “doctor” 
wasn’t really a doctor. 

The board made the discovery only after the 
phony doctor had “examined” several hundred 
youngsters and had left town in a hurry.

Even if your closest contact 
with “show biz” is listening to 
radio or looking at TV, you’ll get 
a kick out of this book by the edi- 
tor of “Variety” (Green), and an 
author-comedian (Laurie). Some 
sample facts: 


A New Cheer 


HE BRONX CHEER originated in 
the National Theater in New 
York’s Borough of the Bronx, as 
an outgrowth of the so-called 
“Colonial clap.” Audiences there 
would heckle an unpopular per- 


former by clapping in unison. 


Butehey soon found the sound of 
the Bronx cheer faster and more 
emphatic. 
@ Those giveaways started years 
ago when a small-time movie 
theater owner advertised that he 
was going to give away a bouncing 
baby boy, absolutely free. 
Nobody objected when the baby 
turned out to be a suckling pig. 
It was a boxoffice stunt. 


Bombed from a Blimp 


OMBING” of the U.S. happened 
first in 1908 at the New York 
Hippodrome.

Mostly in Chicago! One-fifth of 
the world’s movies were made 
there in two film factories. Budget 
per movie was around $1,000-less 
than the cost of banjo-picks these 
days. 


Biggest Mouth of All? 


Fr you think Joe E. Brown and 

Martha Raye have the biggest 
mouths in show biz history, you're 
wrong. 

A comic named Billy Kersand 
amused audiences in 1911 by 
shoving five soda crackers and a 
regulation cup and saucer into 
his mouth. . 

@ In 1910 the Boston police for- 
bade an actress in the Shubert 
play, “The Never Homes,” from 
appearing. Reason: too young. 
Her name: Helen Hayes. 

@ Another note on a familiar 
name: When W. C. Fields made 
his first appearance in the Zieg- 
feld Follies (1916) he imperson- 
ated Teddy Roosevelt and Navy 
Secretary Josephus Daniels. 

His takeoff on Daniels was in 
the nature of revenge — for Bill 
loved his liquor and the Secretary 
had just banned its use in the 
Navy.
